He did and wo met at the 
Hechingor. store there. I carried photographic Whitewash ]for idcuitification. We 
shopped ogether. I wns getting acme seeds for BjLl 'iSO it wai> in the early srping) 
and he got some for his own garden. Said he lived in V/heaton.We ato at a fast-food 
place across the road. ^ asked that not follow him and I didn't. I could liave 
spotted his car and license number but didn't. All of lunch was anti-Jfosonko and 
a few othEjr defecto s who did not interest lao. Ho babbled about where some were 
working. I made a tentative decision that ho is the KGB wlio defected in Hhlsinkl, 
one of those in the withhold pages of a January Commisiiion ox seas transcript, not the 
guy who did the Fenkok^y (book) for the CIA. I moantioned this zuiine in that FOIA cose. 
As i now recall that man's midtlle initial is ’*M." He was paranoid anou^ to have 
written the memo of paranoia and hate, not onalyaia, that the (Wl loved.
